The Bus'ness Trend 


There was a further decline in business activ- 
ity during May both in Canada and in the 
United States. Industrial production showed a 
moderate loss in the two countries while em- 
ployment in manufactures decreased appre- 
ciably in the United States and very slightly in 
Canada, The Canadian Index of Carloadings fell 
substantially but its American counterpart in- 
creased by nearly 2°%. 

In Canada, declines in the seasonally cor- 
rected indices of mineral exports, construction 
and electric power output were mainly respon- 
sible for the downturn in industrial production, 
In the manufacturing group, reductions in the 
operations of the forestry, textile and tobacco 
industries were largely offset by gains in the 
output of iron and steel, rubber products and 
foodstuffs with the result that the Index of 
—! in Manufactures decreased very 
little. 


In the United States, the reduction in em- 
ployment was common to most branches of the 
manufacturing industries. Production of manu- 
factured goods, however, was fairly well main- 
tained, gains in the output of textiles, sugar, 
newsprint and tobacco offsetting losses in the 
iron and steel and automobile industries. The 
decline in industrial production was entirely a 
reflection of lower output of minerals, chiefly 
bituminous coal, crude petroleum and lead.— 
The Bank of Nova Scotia. 


Freedom 
The more one reflects upon the essence of 
things international the stronger grows the feel- 
ing that political education has not kept pace 
with material development. 


By the time England was emerging us a great 
power, in the last quarter of the seventeenth 
century, Englishmen had got a firm grip upon 
some things that really matter. Among them 
were freedom of conscience, religious toleration, 
the right of public meeting, and the freedom of 
the press. Add them the Act of Habeas 
Corpus, and we have the main safeguards of 
personal, religious, intellectual, and civil liberty. 

On this head dates are enlightening. The 
Act of Habeas Corpus—“requiring the body of 
a person restrained of liberty to be brought be- 
fore the judge or into court, that the lawfulness 

f the restraint may be investigated and deter- 
mined”—was passed in 1679 under Charles II. 

Nine years later the Revolution of 1688 drove 
his successor, James I, into exile and put Wil- 
liam of Orange and Queen Mary onto the English 
throne. These changes enabled John Locke to 
return from exile in Holland where his essay 
“On Toleration” had already been published. 
In 1695 the House of Commons declined to 
renew a law of Charles II that the press should 
be restrained from publishing news “without 
leave’; and from that moment the freedom of 
the press was legally established in England.
